The Puerto Rico Department of Health, Medicaid Department and ASES, hereinafter referred to as the
PR Medicaid Enterprise, have been working since the enactment of Federal ACT: P.L 116-94, Further
Consolidated Appropriations Act, 2020 (Dec 16, 2019); on activities to support the following
Congressional Requirements established by the Act for Puerto Rico.

To meet the Congressional mandates, Puerto Rico took the following actions:

e Issued a Request for Quotations in February 2020 to obtain proposals from vendors to assist
in complying with the Congressional Mandate. The proposal was adjudicated to Deloitte and
the engagement commenced on September 20, 2020 with ASES, DOH and Medicaid.

e From September 2020 through December 20, 2020; Puerto Rico held multiple meetings,
interviews and workshops with the Department of Health, Puerto Rico Health Insurance
Administration and Medicaid to define the vision, guidelines and principles around
Contracting Reform

e Submitted the required Annual Report to Congress on October 31, 2020 as part of the
compliance to Requirement 6 — Develop Annual Report.
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e Conducted a thorough review of Government of Puerto Rico Laws, Regulations and Executive
Orders was to understand the procurement and contracting legal framework in place for the
Government and the Medicaid Enterprise Agencies

e Multiple review meetings were held with the agencies of the Medicaid Enterprise to draft,
review, finalize and publish five requirement reports due by December 20, 2020.

e Puerto Rico responded on November 13, 2020 to initial inquiries from the U.S. Government
Accountability Office (GAQ) on our contracting processes received on October 29, 2020. This
report provides the PRDOH’s response to GAQO’s request for an update on the status of Puerto
Rico’s development of a contracting reform plan.

e Puerto Rico provided a response to Congress for the following reports required by December
20, 2020:

1. Develop Contracting Reform Plan — Requirement 7

2. Develop Report on Contracting Oversight and Approval — Requirement 7

3. Evaluate Current Process of Managed Care Payment — Requirement 8

4. Implement Scorecard Reporting System — Requirement 11

5. Evaluate Current Contract Requirements and CMS Reporting — Requirement 12

e The Puerto Rico Medicaid Enterprise is continuing to work on the development of reports of
other requirements that are due during the course of the first six months of 2021 as
highlighted on the table above.

e We are also working on some of the recommendations and commitments made to Congress
regarding Contracting Reform, Oversight, Evaluation of MCO payments and Implementation of
Scorecard Measures.
